“IOLA”, NEWSPAPERS AND 
MAGAZINES. 


For several weeks past the s/ar- 
eyed goddess of the Memphis Living 
Way—“lola,” has been prating 
the relative merits of the different 
colored newspapers which have 
been “seen and unseen” by her. 
In the medium through which she 
transmits her views she has been 
deplorably unfortuuate, in that it 
gives the black-eye to her posi- 
tron, for of all the exchanges which 
come to our office, that for which 
she wields her trenchant pen, is 
the most conspicuoug for gram- 
matical and typographical errors. 
Without, however, any intention 
to disparage our struggling 


friends we say this simply by way 


of illustration. from 
her lubv: ed efforts she has offered 
ber effusions to a number of pa- 
pers, which, if accepted for publi- 
cation, were inserted without com- 
pensation, and presumedly, with 
such an understanding. She now 
declare, in effect, that uo colored 
paper can rise to emimence of 
fume attained by our white con- 
temyoraries, unless they open 
their columns to, and pay for, the 
effusions of the great muss of es: 
sayists. It is an indisputable fact 
that a large portion of humanity 
is possessed by the mania to scrib- 
ble for the press, and who are pos- 
sessed with no desire, possibly, 
save to see their maiden efforts in 
print. Persons possessed of a ha- 
manitarium desire to benefit all 
mankind are satisfied with the 
con:ciousness of having disvbarg- 
ed a duty, but literary cranks and 
essay “hawkers insist that they 
shall be paid for every scribbled 
line. They greatly overrate their 
ability tu interest, or even amuse. 
Papers are supposed, whether 
they do or not, to represent the 
peculiar sentiment of a particular 
cluss or locality; magazines are 
more broad and liberul in subjecis, 
und embrace the fields traversed 
by hist ory, fiction, fact, Literature, 
urt, music, &. Newspapers 
necessarily discuss political mat- 
ters, as politics are an incident of 
newspapers, a fact which cannot 
be said of miguzines. ‘lo be con- 
sistent iu newspapers 
must pursue a certain line of pol- 
icy, but this rale cannot be ob- 
served by the means “lola” indi- 
cates, for the reason that scarcely 
two men think just al ke on the 
same question of policy. Ccnsid- 
e‘ing the meagre returns, from 
capital invested in colored papers 
the indiscriminate publicatious of, 
and cempensation fur, every con- 
tribution offered would pe 
nous und wholly impracticab'e. 
Lack of general iuterest in matters 
related tu a distant section would 
svon de‘ermive the fute of any pa 
per attempting to do such a thing. 
Shoull reelly wrile any- 
thing worthy of public interest 
the A. M. E. Review, will, no 
publish i', and allow her 
something by way of compenga- 
tion therefor, but the space of the 
uveruge newspaper is too limited 
and valuable to permit such a 
practiie. Newsp pers are not the 
— in which to publish essays. 

he fuct that her communications, 
to the Way are so numerous, gives 
rise io the suspicion that if they 
are paid for, which we very much 
doubt, there cannot be much left 
in ils treasury and “Jola’s” pockets 
wear a “silver limog.” Regard 
for the financial cunduion of the 
Way and the Gale City Press and 
the interests of colored journalism 
and as well, some private inter- 
ests require th» temporary, ‘if not 
permunent, retirement of ‘I 
trom literary effort. 


AN IMPORTANT MEASURE. 


Senator John A. Logan is en- 
titled tothe sincere thanks ofthe 
edlored people, for his act in pre- 
seuting to the U.S. Senate a bill 
‘‘to create &@ Commission to inquire 
into the waterial, industrial and 
intellectual progress made by the 
colored people since 1865." We 
regard this as@ matter of very 
great importance, not only to the 
colored people, bat to the white 
people as well. Prior to the year 
1865 the colored, race was held in 
the bondage of slavery—an owner- 
ship of flesh and blood, body and 
tnind—not allowed to acquire eda- 
cation, nor property that vould not 
be taken, by the masters and own- 
ers, at will. The war and the re- 
sult of the Proclamation of Eman- 
cipation, freed the slaves from the 
grasp of white ownership, gave the 
negro to himself, but left him, at 
the start, in a condition of iguor- 
ance, educationally speaking, and 
of extreme poverty; without the 
means of ‘‘material and industrial 
progress,” except in so far as he 
might be able, under exceedingly 
great disadvantages, to *‘work out 
their own salvation, with fear and 
trembling,” without even so much 
help as-the “40 acres of laud, and 
amule,” so friendly expected by 
him ‘after the war.” Since that 
period, our people have struggled 
bravely against the burdens, civil, 
social and political, which a domi 
neering white race has imposed 
upon thew. Progress has 
beeu made, as truthful statistics 
will show, of which the colored 
man has no reason to be ashamed 
but rather, in which be has just 
occasion to fell an estimable 
pride. 

Materiall), industrially and in- 
tellectually, notwithstanding moun. 
tain obstacles and adverse influen- 
ces, the race has marched forwaid 
path of progress. The evl- 

man 18 acquiring property 
bettering his condition, pushing 
himself forward socially and indus. 


trially, and-his gain educationally 
is’ phenomenal and little, if any, 
short of marvelous. The list of 
more than sixty colored newspa- 
per exchanges, recently published 
in the Couservator, is sufficient 
proof of the colored man’s intellect- 
‘ual progress—for all these are pub- 
lished, edited and sustained by 
colored people. Besides these 
journals, we may mention a Quar- 
terly of much ability pablished un- 
der the auspices of the A. M. E. 
Chureb. 

The bill introduced by Gen. Lo- 
gan, if carried out in the spirit of 
it, will demonstrate these things, 
set them forth before the world 
so clearly that the wayfaring man 
though rock-bottomed democrat 
cannot fail to read them and under- 
stand their significance. The, re- 
sult can only be good. To sho* to 
the people of our country the ad- 
vancement made by the colored 
man in material, industrial and in- 
tellectual progress, must inevitably 
tend to invest the colored people 
with greater importance in the es- 
timation of the whites, and impress 
them with a jaster sense of appre- 
ciation of the colored man. This 
path of progress is the colored 
man’s direct path toward the re- 
moval of the dominant caste or 
race prejadice—thus making the 
colored man’s yoke easier and bis 
burden lighter, ashe goes ouward 
in material, industrial and intellect- 
ual progress. We hope Gen. Lo- 
gan will press this bill, and we 
trust that speedy and favorable 
action will be taken upon it by 
Congress.—“‘Chicago Conservator.’
